Mercenary soldieis incited 
by g old, and slaves driven hv the 
lash of the cruel ty rant foug ht bat- 
1les and beseig ed 
cities. 
The g ulf 
that separated master and s’avc was 
impassable and could not he bridg ed, 


except by centuries of toil and effort. 
Ancient civilization has been e« » in- 
pared to a g ilded dome wa« *sc foun­ 
dation was slavery . 
But in the on­ 
ward 
march 
of 
civiliratior,, 
this 
foundation was overthrown by the 


moral force of individual liberty , and 
this edifice of ancient civilization fell 
—a total wreck. 
Out of this wreck 
and above the debris arose a i ew

The early settle­ 
ment along the 
Atlantic 
seaboard 
were founded in toil. 
Toil felled the 
forest; drained 
the 
-wanips; tilled 
the soil: built the hig hway s; protec­ 
ted the homes; secured the necessi­ 
ties and lux uries of life. 
As a re­ 
sult of toil, civilization has spread 
from the Atlantic to thi, Pacific and 
from the Great Lakes to the Gulf. 
Cities ¿prang up as if by mag ic and 
became g reat centers of commerce 
and industry . 
Throng s of peop*e 
filled these g reat marts 
of trade. 
Needs multiplied with marvelous ra ­ 
pidity , necessitating not only an in­ 
creased amount, but a complexity of 
toil to g ratify man’s wants. 
Four centuries of prog ress have 
; broug ht us to the present hour. The 
sound of the hammer, the whirl of 
the spindle, the hum and buzz of the 
I busy world are characteristics of our 
ag e. 
The nineteenth century ha.? 
been sty led the epoch of industrial 
¡revolution. 
Such data prove to us 
I two thing s; viz, the ever increasing 


dig nity of toil, and the amelioration 
tf humanity . 
Who is the American toiler? Is it 
(he individual who tills the soil, delves 
in the mine, forg es in the factory , or 
scales the towering mast? 
Or is it 
the laborer with skilled hand and 
cultured mind? 
The American toiler 
is he, who either by skill or culture 
increases 
the 
material, intellectual 
and spiritual w’etfare of his fellow- 
men. The manual laborer, the finan­ 
cial manipulator and the mental toil­ 
er; those who improve humanity ’s 
environments are American toilers. 
They have spanned this continent 
with 
g reat 
railway 
sy stems 
and 
wrapped America in a complete net­ 
work of teleg raph wires. 
They have 
annihilated space and time. 
They 
have built cities; founded colleg es; 
endowed libraries; established hos­ 
pitals 
and asy lums; succored the 
distress and shed their life-blood for 
oppressed humanity . 
The American 
y eomanry have been the bone and 
sinew of our national life in times of 
stress and strain. They have carried 
“Old Glory ” from 
tropic to frig id 
zone, from western to eastern hemis­ 
phere and upon all 
the navig able 
waters of the g lobe. But never in all 
its wonderful career, has this nation­ 
al emblem ever been lowered, ex cept 
by American authority . 
They have 
left, as fadeless monuments of their 
patriotism, the records of Lexing ton, 
of Monmouth, of Antietam, of Get­ 
ty sburg , of Manila and of San Juan.

Economic laws, wise leg is­ 
lation, inventive g enius and skill have 
filled our coffers, increased our com­ 
merce, reclaimed our arid lands and 
broug ht prosperity to the American 
citizen. 
Sturdy manhood, thinking 
minds 
and Christian 
hearts have 
g iven to us from out the inheritance 
of humanity , all the culture and re­ 
finement 
that will make men free. 
Social clubs, fraternal orders and re­ 
lig ious org anizations have wroug ht 
for man an incalculable beneficence. 
These 
harmonious 
forces have in 
view the realization of one supreme 
principle: “Peace on earth, g ood will 
tow’ard men.” 
Sanitary measures and improved 
machinery have wroug ht for man an 
era of peaceful plenty . 
Man’s bur­ 
den hase been lifted and he stands 
forth today a free man, with the op­ 
portunity of participating in 
the 
hig her phases of civilized life. 
We 
are proud of the fact that the Amer­ 
ican toiler is better fed, better clothed, 
better housed, better paid, more am­ 
bitious and patriotic than any other 
toiler upon the g lobe. 
Such benig n influences have ele­ 
vated the standard of life; have ex ­ 
tended life’s possibilities, and have 
inspired hope in the y outhful breast. 
The averag e wag e-earner of today 
drinks more earnestly from the foun­ 
tain of culture than the professional 
man of the “Forties or Fifties” did. 
America ha3 written larg e over the 
archway that g uards the entrance of 
every man’s pathway this g rand mot­ 
to : 
“Opportunity , Happiness and 
Liberty ." 
This motto has been seen 
and read afar, by the humble peasant 
in his thatched cottag e in lands be­ 
y ond the seas. 
Why do thousands of foreig ners 
land at our wharves annually ? Why 
do they leave home, friends and na­ 
tive land? 
Why do they forsake all 
that they hold near and dear to them 
selves? They wish to take advantag e 
of the splendid opportunities which 
await the honest toiler. 
Here they 
see liberty as old as the histo ry o f 
man, as extensive as the univ erse, as 
eternal as truth, as precious as life 


itself embodied in every form of Am­ 
erican life. 
The foreig n toiler per­ 
ceives that in America every boy ’s 
pathway may lead to wealth, fame 
and influence; 
that every jnan p a r­ 
ticipates in the g overnment unde/ 
which he lives both as sovereig n and 
subject; that the toiler is amply com­ 
pensated for his efforts and occupies 
a unique place in society .

have inspired benig hted Europe with 
the spirit of liberty . They have writ­ 


ten the name of America hig h up ■ 
the scroll of fame. 
As eonservsUne 
toiling men have been the anchor cf 
our ship of state, so must they *ver 
be. 
They were the promoters, pre- 
servers and defenders of our nalin» ;

French N avy D epartm ent Investigates 
a Musician’s Remarkable Claim. 
If the discovery of a musician at 
Clermont, near Paris, be all that it is 
claim ed to be. ships in the future will 
no longer be liable to sink, and sal­ 
vage com panies may liquidate their 
business. 
He claim s to have discov­ 
ered one of n atu re’s m ysterious secrets, 
but for the present declines to give the 
slightest hint as to w hat it is. 
For som e tim e past the m inistry of 
the navy has been receiving letters 
from a pianist at Clerm ont, w ho stated 
th at he w as ready to prove by con­ 
clusive tests th at be bad a secret for 
preventing 
battleships 
riddled 
w ith 
shells and boats of every description 
from sinking. 
Even if a ship were 
cut up Into several pieces he could 
prevent it from going to the bottom. 
One can im agine the fram e of mind 
w ith which the officials at the m inis­ 
try received these missives. But some­ 
how or other, after returning again 
and again to the charge, he succeeded 
in inducing the m inistry to appoint a 
representative to attend some experi­ 
m ents in a pond in the park of the 
Chateau de Sarlievras. 
A uaval construction engineer, be­ 
sides a general, a colonel, a m ajor and 
a university professor, was present. 
An exact model of a subm arine in zinc, 
some two yards long, and a sim ilar 
model of a battleship, representing its 
com partm ents, turrets, guns and the 
m inutest details, were tried.

The 
m iniature battleship was then riddled 
w ith revolver shots, and its hull was 
ripped open, but it kept afloat.

ing apparently could make it sink one 
inch in the w ater. 
The spectators looked on in w onder­ 
ment. 
They cam e to the conclusion 
th a t perhaps the pianist afte r all while 
running his fingers over the scales and 
playing Beethoven’s sonatas had dis­ 
covered som e valuable secrets.

w anted to know w hat they were. The 
inventor at this point said th at he 
had shown them clearly enough th at be 
knew how to m ake ships unsinkable. 
He would not say another word until 
a hard and fast contract had been 
signed. 
H e would then make experi­ 
m ents on a larger scale.
